These boys are hemophiliacs who require 
certain components of whole blood to combat 
the tendency of their own blood to fail to clot 
normally. They could literally bleed to death 
from the tiniest cut. 

Forum Post Commander Mario Vazquez 
read a Journal feature story some time back 
which described the plight and the courage of 
nine-year-old Joey Driggs and his brother 
Jimmy, 14, who have had the blood condition 
since birth. 

Shortly thereafter, he phoned in here to see 
what we thought of the idea of a Forum blood 
drive to wipe out a 33-pint deficit the youths 


had incurred at the local blood bank. “Great!” 
we said, and promised all the publicity we 
could afford them. Soon Vazquez formally 
initiated the drive by being the first donor. 

Since that time, and before the main Forum 
drive, smaller area drives and early pledges 
from V a z q u e z’s own Mexican-American 
veterans group had already succeeded in 
“balancing” the Driggs account. 

That could have been a signal for the 
Forum to coast along and to be satisfied with 
whatever other contributions they received 
today—from 4 to 8 p.m. at the Pied Cross 
Blood Center, 440 N. First St.—and locally 
Friday of next week—from 9 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
in the men’s gym of the University of Santa 
Clara. 

Instead, they merely set their sights higher 
and aimed to get all the more blood to provide 
such a backlog to the boys’ account so that 
they’d go a long time before worrying again 
about being “overdrawn.” 

Blood drives aren’t nearly the "fun” way 
to collect for a charity that the more common 
fund-raising dinners, shows, fairs and carnivals 
are. We commend the hard-charging Forum 
vets for being more concerned with finding 
pleasure in doing a good job. than with having 
some material fun in doing it.
